There is no doubt that tithing is a 
Bible doctrine and was carried over 
from the law dispensation to the 
Gospel dispensation, yet many want 
to justify themselves of their non- 
payment of tithes by saying that it 
belongs to the law and was enjoined 
upon the Jewish nation by Malachi, 
therefore does not apply to us. 

It is true that Malachi admonished 
the Jews to get back to paying tithes, 
an ordinance which they had neglect- 
ed and by so doing they were robbing 
God and bringing distress upon the 
nation. 

Moses told the host of Israel that 
“all the tithes of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit 
of the tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy 
unto the Lord.” 

Jacob paid tithes of all he possess- 
ed and God prospered him for it. 
Abraham paid tithes to Melchizedec 
who was doubtless Jesus Himself. 
Abraham is referred to as the “Fath- 
er of the faithful.” Then if we are 
faithful followers of the Word of God 
we are children of our Father Abra- 
ham, then if we are children of Abra- 
ham we will do the things that Abra- 


temple He purges and purifies. After 
which the people may offer an offer- 
ing in righteousness.

ant as in former years (when they 
were under the law). Then the sons 
of Levi will no more practice sorcer- 
ies, adulteries or even rob God. Why? 
Simply because after the days of John 
who was the greatest of the prophets 
God’s law will be written in men’s 
hearts. Those who are given to the 
law of Christ will gladly cease from 
sorceries, adulteries and robbing God. 
Why? Because they are the sons of 
Levi Spiritually speaking. 


Sons of Levi 


In the days of the old law the Le- 
vites were the special officials of the 
tabernacle, also of the temple. 

The priests were of the Levites. The 
guards at the temple gates, also those 
guarding the sanctuary were Levites. 
They kept the furniture clean, also 
prepared the showbread. They examin- 
ed the lepers. The singers were also of 
the Levites.

The Key to the Third Chapter of 
Malachi 


You will notice in the picture a 
man at the left pointing with two 
pointers, one to some abominable 
things the children of Israel were do- 
ing. The other pointing to a man 
standing on 4 mountain top, he 
is pointing to the rising sun. The man 
at the left represents Malachi point- 
ing to John the Baptist, the forerun- 
ner of the Son of righteousness (Je- 
sus). How do we know that Malachi 
had reference to John when he utter- 
ed the prophecy “Behold | will send 
my messenger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me. 

We know because Jesus when re- 
ferring to John said, “This is he, of 
whom it is written, Behold | s¢nd my 
messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before thee. 

Where do we find this written? 
Answer. In the third chapter of Mala- 
chi and no other place. Then if 
the chapter refers to the forerunner 
of Christ and the Gospel dispensation 
it does not refer to tithing alone with 
the Jews within the law dispensation, 
but to tithing within the Gospel dis- 
pensation. ; 

You will notice on the picture a 
key at the foot of the mountain. This 
key is, to unlock the tithe treasury to 
the Church of God in the Gospel dis- 
pensation. It was once open under 
the law but the Jews backslid and in 
their backslidings they withheld the 
tithes from God’s house. 

We consider that the little word 
then is the key word to this chapter, 
just as the phrase “That day” is the 
key phrase to the prophecies of Isaiah. 
Let us notice verses 16, 17, 18. “Then 
they that feared the Lord.” One of the 
charges Malachi gave against Israel 
was that they feared not God. The 
proof of their not fearing God is that 
they had gone into sorceries, adulter- 
ies, false-swearing, oppressing the 
hireling and robbing God. These are 
the practices of those who fear not 
Tees us notice that the Messenger is 
to prepare the way beféfe Jesus. He

hath and Merari. At the building of 
thousand six 
hundred Kohathites played an active 
part. They had charge of the ark, 
showbread, candlesticks, altars of 
burnt offering and incense, the sa- 
cred vessels and the veil. 

The Gershonites had charge of the 
curtains, coverings and hanging for 
the door and of the court. They also 
had charge of taking down and set- 
ting up the tabernacle. 

The Merarites had charge of the 
planks, bars, pillars, . and _ sockets, 
pins, cords and tools. 

This shows that the entire work of 
the tabernacle belonged to the Le- 
vites. The same order was carried 
over to the temple. The same is also 
carried to the Spiritual temple, (the 
Church of*God).

As the Levites had no possessions 
or business for their support, they of 
course were to receive tithes. 

We will repeat that the offering of 
Judah will be pleasant to the Lord.

What shall the Lord do to those 
who fear God and serve Him? The 
seventeenth verse will tell us, They 
shall be mine saith the Lord of host, 
in that day when | make up my 
Jewels; and | will spare them, as a 
son that spareth his own son that 
serveth him. 

Now my dear Brethren I think that 
this shoulq be clear enough, that 
none of us should err any more in 
thinking that Malachi 3d chapter does 
not apply to the Gospel dispensation 
but to the dispensation of the law. 


To The Pharisees In The

Jesus said to the Pharisees that 





they ought to have paid tithes and 
not left off judgment, mercy and 
faith. Luke adds love to the list. Je- 
sus explains to these proud Jews that 
they had the outward part of God’s 
order, but they should get the love of 
God within their lives until they 
could have real faith, mercy ang right 
judgment. Other words, these very 
important Spiritual graces are neces- 
sary, but the outward manifestation 
of tithing ought to accompany them. 

What did Pauli say to do about the 
matter? He said, lay by you in store 
on the first day of the week according 
as God hath prospered. One might 
say, “I am willing to do this, but how 
may I know how to estimate and regu- 
late this?” Malachi tells how to do 
it when they come to Paul’s day, 
the Gospel dispensation. He said 
bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house. 

The store house today is the 
Church of God, not the temple as 
under the law. 

We commented on the third chap- 
ter of Malachi befere the Assembly 
and illustrated it. Some have asked 
us to put it in the Evangel. We may 
run it in tract form, you can get them 
for a small sum if we do.

I would not know where 
to start to find a better one, we all 
know he is able to do a great work 
on this line, and let me say to any 
place needing his service, you will do 
well to get in touch with him, and as 
he goes to your place and labors 
hard for the Cause, please stand by 
him in every way, and take care o* 
him with your money, prayers, and 
cooperation in every way.

Some use the expression “keep 
in behind them,” but I say “keep in 
before them and show them the need 
of this and the possibility of it &c,” 
and the first thing we know it will 
be raised, but if you listen to dis- 
couraging talk, they will say, “We 
are in debt at our own church and 
we must pay that, &c.” That may be 
true and we want them to pay that, 
but we can pay it all if we will get 
after it and become as interested in 
it as we should. Now let’s start this 
at once and get all you can and send 
it in as fast as you can to our Treas- 
urer, S. T. Wadsworth, Wimauma. We 
will thank you in advance for your 
efforts and success in this matter, 
and don’t forget any of this important 
work. It may seem like it is a little 
hard to start with, but as you get in- 
to it, it won’t seem so hard, and I am 
sure the Lord will bless every ef- 
fort.

A STATEMENT FROM J. P. HUGHES 








To the Council of the Church of God 
and all who may be concerned:— 


Greetings in the name of Jesus our 
Lord. 


Upon viewing or rather reviewing 
my work as a Minister of the Gospel, 
for the past two or three years, and 
not seeing such results as I have had 
in previous years, neither finding 
such results as I feel should follow 
my efforts in the Master’s service I 
deem it my duty to change my field 
of labor, or in other words work 
among and with another people aside 
from those whom I have been work- 
ing with. And, whereas, I have ex- 
amined the teachings,.customs and 
government of other pentecostal or- 
ganizations and have been invited to 
work in another field, but as I believe 
the Church of God to be more Scrip- 
tural in its government, and whereas 
I have been asked and invited , by 
some of the ministers and laymem- 
bers of the Church of God to.come 
back and work as I once did and 
whereas I believe it to be on a more 
Scriptural and safer basis than it has 
in previous years, and as [I can 
heartily endorse the acts of the 21st 
an’ 22d Annual Assemblies in re- 
pealing the Constitution and other 
mearares adopted, I have decided to 
offer my service in the interest of 
the Church and if it is desired and 
accepted I will give such service in 
the spread of the Gospel and promo- 
tion of the work of the Church. as 
God will make me able to give. 

I have been contemplating making 
a change for sometime and in my 
heart have longed for the time to 
come when there could be a reunit- 
ing of friends and co-workers in the 
one common cause of the Church of 
God. And after the decision of the 
Court of Civil Appeals was given, I 
talked to Brother Tomlinson about a 
coming together and told him in sub- 
stance, that I had fears for the suc- 
cess of our work if there was not a 
coming together, but my attitude did 
not meet with his approval and my 
effort in trying to effect a reunion 
was futile. 


In the Assembly of 1926 presided 
over by Brother Tomlinson I publicly 
advocated a coming together, but the 
people seemed radical as to the terms 
of a reuniting and my _ spirit was 
grieved. 


I also talked to Brother Lee about 
the possibility of coming together un- 
der the provisions made by the Court 
of Appeals and told him that I be- 
lieved if the proposition made by J. S. 
Llewellyn in his Personal Letter had 
been made by him as General Over- 
seer it would have had a good effect. 


After it seemed that there could be 
nothing done at that time to restore 
unity and fellowship among. the 
saints as a whole and drop the law- 
suit, my next thought was to petition 
the court to dismiss me as a party 
to the suit and drop out of it individu- 
ally. I talked to an attorney about 
this and he said if I should do so I 
might be taxed with cost as an in- 
dividual and advised me to just wait 
until it was through the courts and 
then do as I thought best about mak- 
ing a change. 

So after studying the matter over 
I decided that it would be best for 
me as an individual and show more

wait until the courts had given a final 
decision and then abide by the man- 
dates of the courts of our country so 
long as they do not infringe on my 
privilege as a Christian. 


I have notified Brother Tomlinson 
that I would not violate the injune- 
tion of the court, neither would I be 
responsible for anyone else doing so. 
By so doing I feel that I am in keep- 
ing with Paul’s instructions in the 
thirteenth chapter of Romans ang my 
conscience will be kept clear and I 
will also command the respect, confi- 
‘dence and good report of my fellow- 
man without which I cannot be Scrip- 
turally qualified for the Ministry. In 
regard to my position and activity in 
the litigation, it wa® my sole purpose 
to only act as a defendant. I refused 
to let my name be used in the Cross- 
bill because I was conscientiously op- 
posed to it. ; 

First—I thought 
spirit of retaliation. 

Second—I.am not.opposed to any 
religious body of people calling them- 
selves the Church of God. 

The record shows that at a later 
date I was made a party to the Cross- 
bill by an amendment, but that was 
without my knowledge or consent. § 
knew not that I had been made a party 
to the Cross-bill until after the de- 
cision given by the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals and this was one reason for my 
wanting to be dismissed from the 
suit and only decided not to file a pe- 
tition to that effect for the reason 
stated above. 

Now since the litigation is over 
and the courts have decided who it is 
that constitutes the legal Church of 
God, and whereas the Assembly has 
abolished the Constitution and the 
self-perpetuating body of Elders and 
recognize all ordained Bishops and 
Deacons as being Elder® and where- 
as, I am now in harmony with the 
Doctrine, Principles, Customs and 
Purpose of the Church, I deem it a 
moral and Christian duty of mine, and 
all others who stand for love, truth 
and unity, to line up and all work to- 
gether for the evangelization of the 
world, which is the one common 
cause of the Church of God. 

To me it seems inconsistent and 
unchrist-like to do otherwise since 
Jesus sanctified Himself that those 
who believe on Him might be sancti- 
fied that they all might be ONE for 
the purpose of making more believers 
or that the world might believe that 
the Father sent the Son. John 17:19- 
23. 

Division is a visible mark of carnal- 
ity and the walk of men and not to 
be found in the footsteps of Jesus. 

For one to say “I am of Paul; and 
another I of Appolas;” shows that 
they are carnal and walk as men, ac- 
cording to the Apostle Paul’s state-

I will not hold men’s 
person in admiration against a right- 
eous cause, neither do I want to let 
personal matters hinder God’s_pur- 
pose in my life. My greatest desire 
is for a closer walk with God and to 
render efficient service in the cause 
for which my Lord gave Himself to 
suffer and die. 

All who may feel that I have at 
any time personally injured or wrong- 
ed them, or have cast any reflection 
upon their lives, or have reflected on
